At the request of Stockfield’s 
attorneys to defer the time of 
sentence for several days, Judge 
A. P. Barker set Tuesday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock, as the hour for 
the defendant to appear in court. 
The maximum sentence that can 
be imposed under the new plea 
is five years in the penitentiary. 

The change of plea followed a 
conference that began between 
County Attorney Harold E. Wil- 
son, who has prosecuted the case, 
and atterneys for the 
shortly before 2 o'clock. C:. P. 
Hanley. was one of the attorneys 
for Stockfield. 

Two counts of forgery contain- 
ed in an information filed by 
County Attorney Wilson against 
Steckfield shortly before the trial 
began, are still pending. No ac- 
tion is expected on the forgery 
count until Stockfield is arraign- 
ed for sentence Tuesday.

Cross-examination of the witness 
showed that Earl Patterson, proprie- 
tor of Pat’s Electric Shop, to whom 
Stockfield is alleged to have loaned 
approximately $1,000 without know- 
ledge of Horst and Sywassink, re- 
ceived 10 per cent commission for 
appliances he sold for the Sanitary 
Plumbing and Heating company. 
Horst said it had been a complete 
surprise to him to discover that 
merchandise invoiced to Pat’s Elec- 
tric Shop had been charged to’the 
account of the Sanitary Plumbing 
and Héating company. 

Horst testified on direct examina- 
tion that after Stockfield had been 
discharged, the books of the firm, 
together with various checks and 
bank statements, were turned over 
to Miss Harriett Smeenk, a book- 
keeping expert.

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Restricting Narcotics 
The control by law of the prescribing of alcohol by physi- 
cians, the limitation of the amount that may be prescribed, 
is having a good effect in an unexpected quarter providing 


the medical fraternity heeds 


the advice. Coming from the 


overlord of the profession, whose pronouncements, many of 


them of far less importance, 


have been heeded in the past, 


it may be expected that his latest opinion will also receive 


favorable consideration, as it 


most certainly should. 


The Journal of the American Medical association an- 
nounces that it is publishing a series of articles by Dr. Mor- 


ris Fishbein on the indispensa 


ble uses of narcotics which will 


later be published in book form. Dr. Fishbein believes that 
the problem of narcotic addiction merits the attention of 
physicians for several reasons, a thought which has been 
prevalent in the minds of laymen for many years. But the 


most potent. reason seems to 
watch their step they may be 


be that unless the physicians 
further restricted in the use of 


prescribing narcotics as they are with liquor. This, evident- 
ly, is to be avoided by self-restriction sqas to make such a law 


unnecessary. 
Physicians, it appears, shou 


ld give more serious considera- 


‘ tion to the materia medica, pharmacology and therapeutics 
of narcotics so that “by thé exercise of more thought in prac- 


ticing do much to avoid cens 


ure in relation to narcotic ad- 


diction,” which strikes us as being a most desirable method 


of exercising. 
The article continues: 


“Physicians may substitute, whenever possible, nonhabit- 


forming drugs in the place of 


morphine or other opium alka- 


joids. When narcotics are indispensable, however, as shown 
in the series of articles, no more should be administered than 
is necessary to achieve the desired end,” which infers that 
once in a while, or maybe twice in a while, more deadening, 
habit-forming drugs are used than the conditions require. 


And again: 


“Patients requiring daily administrations should be seen 
often by the doctor and the amount of drugs ordered or sup- 
plied should not exceed that required by the patient until seen 
again. Independence on the part of nurses should be strictly 
limited to the prescription and any change in treatment should 
be in writing. The patients should never be informed of the 
nature of the drug used nor of the dose of drug administered. 
The patient should never be permitted to administer the drug 
hypodermically himself. Use of the drug should be discon- 
tinued immediately when no longer required and if craving 
has resulted, close supervision and appropriate treatment 
should be maintained until the patient has been rendered in- 


dependent of the drt.3.” 


For years many doctors are alleged to have given the pa- 
tient more narcotics than the condition warranted which was 
frequently followed by grave consequences. It was a lucrative 
practice among some members of the profession, But it now 
seems that the medical trust which has dictated so much legis- 
lation “for the good of the cause” is now fearful that this par- 
ticular situation may get out of hand, that it will be com- 
pelled to undergo further restrictions unless it puts its house 


in order.

New York never can remain con- 


stant. Through its sea gate ever 
pours new metal for the melting 
pot. Into its railroad stations flow 
ingredients from North and South 
and West.

But the change is also 
external. You never can turn your 
back on New York and return to 
find it the same, It was only a few 
weeks ago that I left this city for 
the stone crabs of Miami. the pom- 
pano of New Orleans, and the beef- 
steaks of Chicago.

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CONTRACT BRIDGE BIDDING 

With the above hand at Auction 
Bridge, South would bid one Dia- 
mond, West would pass, and North 
would call one No Trump. South 
might rebid -his Diamonds, but 
North undoubtedly would play the 
hand at No Trump. 

This hand recently decided a 
Contract tournament at a New 
York club. It was the concluding 
deal of the play-off of a tie and 
the contesting pairs had made iden- 
tical scores on the three which pre- 
ceded; so this hand would decide 
a vent unless it produced another 

e. 

The bidding was the same at both 
tables. Both Souths bid three Dia- 
monds, both Wests passed, and 
both Norths, with four high-card 
tricks and support in Diamonds, 
deliberated whether to call six Dia- 
monds or six No Trumps, the 90- 
poiat advantage which would re- 
sult from making the No Trump 
contract induced both Norths to 
bid six No Trumps. Neither South 
ventured the grand slam in Dia- 
monds which would have been a 
show-down with the cards as they 
were. 

At both tables East led the Ten 
of Clubs—the correct lead from a 
suit headed by Queen-Ten-Nine— 
and of course South’s Ace won the 
trick.

USE OF CALYX 


SPRAY ADVISED | 


Fruit Trees Needing 
Attention, County 
Agent Says 


The calyx spray, regarded as one 
of the most important orchard 
Sprays, should be applied soon to 
help produce a good fruit crop, it 
was suggested today by Carl Ry- 
lander, Muscatine county farm 
agent. 

The spray, according to Mr. Ry- 
lander, should be applied to fruit 
trees when at least 95 per cent of 
the petals have fallen from the ap- 
~ blossoms. County orchards will 

be. ready for the spray after the 
petals are practically off and before 
ae caiee cup of the apple grows 


shut. 

Mr. Rylander - suggests using in 
this. spray 1% lbs, of lead arsen- 
afe and 5 ats. of liquid lime sulphur 
or (34% Ibs, of _the dry form) to 50 
gallons. For people who live in 
town and haye only a few trees the) 0 
proportion to 5 gallons of spray 
mixture would be 24% ounces of lead 
arsenate and 6 ounces of dry lime 


“|sulphur. All apples, cherries, plums, 


pears, black raspberries and goose- 
berries and currants should be 
‘sprayed. -\ 

' Lime Sulphur Burns 

Lime sulphur will burn peach and 
grape foliage so these two fruits 
should not receive this mixture. Us- 
ually grapes do not need spraying, 
but is black rot (berries rot on,the 
bunches and dry up) was noti¢ed 
last year, they should be sprayed 
with bordeaux mixture. 

Recent weather conditions have 
been favorable for disease develop- 
ment on fruit trees according to H. 
E. Nichols, fruit specidlist with the 
Agricultural Extension Service of 
Iowa State College. This will make 
it very necessary to apply a spray 
as soon as possible after the petals 
are nearly off to control especially 
scab on the apple. 

Should Spray Peaches 

According to Mr. Nichols, unless 
the freezes of the week of April 20 
hurt the peach blossoms, one of the 
best peach crop in years is in pros- 
pect for Iowa. 

Both lime sulphur and bordeaux 
mixture are liable to injure the fruit 
and foliage of the peach and should 
not be used. The most common 
troubles of the peach that are con- 
trolled by spraying are peach leaf 
curl, peach scab, brown rot and 
curculio. The first named disease is 
the most destructive and for control 
a dormant spray should have been 
‘applied just before growth. started. 
Curculio do most of their damage 
within a few weeks after blossom- 
ing. They can be controlled by 
spraying once or twice abaut 10 days 
apart, starting as soon as the husks 
have fallen from the newly formed 
fruits, using 1% lbs, o arsen- 
ate plus 4 lbs. of hydrated lime to 
50 gallons of water. 

For the other two diseases, which 
may cause considerable damage, a 
weak fungicide should be used. Dry 
mix sulphur lime is the most com- 
mon material now in use. .It con- 
sists of mixing together in the dry 
form 8 lbs. finely ground sulphur, 
8 Ibs. of hydrated lime and 42 Ib. of 
flour or calcium caseinate. This is 
then mixed in 50 gallons of water 
and applied. Lead arsenate may be 
added for curculio. 

With normal rainfall, peaches 
should receive four sprays during 
the season, the dormant for leaf 
curl, one soon after the petals have 
drated lime for curculio, followed by 
drated lime for vurculio, followed by 
two more 10 days to two weeks apart 
using dry mix sulphur lime. Lead 
arsenate should be added to the first 
of these last two sprays.

PROSPERITY IS 
LONG WAY OFF, 
SAY EXPERTS 


Many Reforms Need- 
ed Before Revival 
Of Trade 


BY WILLIAM K. HUTCHINSON 

WASHINGTON —A_ wholesome 
program of constructive remedies 
for restoring prosperity to the world 
was being formulated today at the 
sixth congress of the international 
Chamber of commerce, with out- 
standing business men pledging in- 
ternational cooperation in meeting 
idustrial, financial, commercial and 
agricultural problems. 

It appeared certain the congress 
would recommend the curbing of 
agricultural over-production, estab- 
lishment of easier international 
credits, rationalism of emigration, 
reduction of governmental. budgets, 
a truce against commercial restric- 
tions, lowering of tariff walls and 
promulgation of regional free- 
trade agreements. The congress also 
will recommend an _ international 
conference to stabilize silver prices 
but will remain silent on the sub- 
ject of Russian dumping. 

The congress may give its opin- 
ion about the extent of depression 
but it will hardly predict when it 
will end, since every speaker has 
declared the end is not in sight. 
There has been an unanimity of 
opinion among the great business 
leaders of the world, who are at- 
teding the sessions, that the world 
has hit the bottom of depression. 
There also has been general agree- 
ment that recovery will be slow.

Recent Decisions. In: 
Favor of Chains, 
Is Claim 


A strong protest against ..the 
practices of the federal radio ¢om- 
mission in its alleged discrimina- 
tion against small stations has been 
filed with the commission by Rep. 
Harold McGugin of the. Third 
Kansas district in which he recites 
Many instances to support his con- 
tentions, including the KTNT case. 
Rep. McGugin bases a part of his 
statement on the brief filed with 
the commission by Norman Baker's 
attorneys. The document follows: 
Comes now Harold McGugin, N. C. 
from the Third district of Kansas 
and files with the radio commis- 
sion his protest against the fol- 
lowing policies and practices of the 
commission: 

1. The abuse of the authority to 
grant clear channels and high 
power to a few stations. 

2. The permitting of the air to 
be monopolized and controlled by 
a few stations and the denial of 
applications for the hundreds of 
applicants for smaller stations. and 
the harassing of independent and 
small stations. 

3. The denying to the state of 
Kansas its quota of units in the 
zone in which Kansas is located. 

4. The apparent determination cf 
Chief Examiner Yost to drive inde- 
pendent and small stations off the 
air and to grant additional power 
to a few stations, especially to sta- 
tions in the National broadcasting 
and Columbia chains. j 

Reason for Protest “'| 

The reason for this protest is be- 
cause the net result of the policies 
of the radio commission is destroy- 
ing the freedom of speech and be- 
cause indirectly the radio commis- 
sion is practicing a censorship’‘con- 
trary to the act of congress and’be- 
cause a monopoly is being given for 
the benefit of concentrated wealth 
and to the detriment of independ- 
ent business and to the individual 
citizens of America. 

The Discussion i 

The radio commission has car- 
ried on a practice of granting clear 
channels and high power is to few 
stations. This progra mis a dis- 
crimination in favor of a few.com- 
panies and against many other 
companies. This program is a dis- 
crimination in favor of a small 
class of people and against the 
great mass of people. 

The granting of clear channels 
and great power drives the small 
and lIcoal stations off the air: As 
an illustration, I offer the case 2f 
KGNO, Dodge City, and WOAI, San 
Antonio, Texas. I am advised that 
the KOAI station using 50,000 watts 
ot. on 1,190 ke, drives KONO, 

» with 100 watts opérat- 
ing on 1,210 kc. off the air after sev- 
* @f O'clock in the . In this 

instance WOAI with its 50,000 
watts not only has the exclusive 
right on its own channel but de- 
stroys the channels of small sta- 
tions whose channels are near to 
the channel of WOAI. 

This program of granting high 
power to. stations is going to in- 
volve the United States into inter- 
national complications. The radio 
commission may arbitrarily com- 
pel the people of the United States 
to suffer the harassment of the 
large stations, yet, the radio com- 
mission is not going to be able to 
arbitrarily compel the people , of 
Mexico and Canada to suffer this 
harassment. 

All these domestic and foreign 
complications can be avoided if 
the radio commission will cease 
granting 50.000 watt licenses and 
reduce all high power licenses to 
10,000 watts or less. In truth there! 
is no excuse and no need for any: 
station to have more than five''or 
ten thousand watts of power. There 
is no more excuse for one radio 
station to reach the entire United 
States than’ for one newspaper to 
reach the entire United States. 

Few Stations Dominate 

The program of granting clear 
channels and high power to a few 
stations is permitting radio to be 
owned, controlled and dominated 
by a few large stations. This means 
that concentrated wealth is going 
to own and control radio. This is 
@conomic inequality. It means 
that a few industrial institutions 


we have a free and untrammeled 
press, the liberties of the people 
will be secure.” This is true. No 
oppressor of the people can ever 
long endure, except that such op- 
pressor has control over the press 
and public speech. 
Public Speech Jeopardized 

The Soviet isa menace to the 
liberties of the people in Russia. 
Mussolini is a menace to the liber- 
ties of the people in Italy. Monop- 
oly and organized greed is a men- 
ace to the liberties of the people of 
the United States. Like the Soviet 
in Russia and Mussolini in Italy, 
monopoly can not survive in Amer- 
ica. except that it can control, in- 
timidate, and dominate the press 
and public speech in America. 
Whenever monopoly dominates 
radio in America. monopoly domin- 
ates public speech‘in America. The 
liberties of the people can no long- 
er be made secure by the freedom 
of speech on the street corner or in 
the auditorium. The liberties of 
the people can only be made secure 
by the freedom of speech over the 
radio. 

Freedom of speech in America is 
already dead, except for the voice 
of KWKH and the small independ- 
ent radio stations of the country. 
The big clear channel stations and 
the chain’ hook-up stations are 
barred to free discussion of public 
affairs. Government is being used 
to give these large stations and the 
chain hook-ups the control of the 
air, and thereby the control of free 
speech. 

Recently I delivered a speech 
over KWKH. In that speech I de- 
nounced monopoly. I could not 
have made that speech over any 
50,000 watt clear channel station in 
the United States. In the first 
place, I do not believe that any of 
those stations owned, directly or in- 
directly by large. aggregations: of 
wealth, would have permitted me to 
make such a speech over their sta- 
tion. In the next place the charges 
would have been prohibitive. I 
made it over the one large station 
in the United States, which is an 
independent station and not dom- 
inated or controlled by concen- 
trated greed. W. K. Henderson and 
KWEH were glad for me to make 
the speech and did not charge me 
one cent for the time. United 
States senators, congressmen and 
governors have spoken over this 
same station. They have discussed 
the same subject. Is the radio 
commission going to state that un- 
der the constitutional provisions of 
freedom of speech, that a congress- 
man of the United States and 
greater still a citizen of the United 
States should not have the oppor- 
tunity to address such sentiments 
to the people of America? I sub- 
mit that this commission knows 
that if it continues its program of 
granting high power to a few sta- 
tions that the opportunity will soon 


such questions to the people of 
America. I submit that it is the 
designed purpose of these stations, 
who are wanting 50,000 watts of 
power, to bring about the situation 
whereby no opportunity is  per- 
mitted to so speak to the Ameri- 
can people. 
Low Power for Chains 

Many radio stations broadcasting 
simultaneously a chain program 
bring about a condition whereby 
the same program is being received 
from 15 to 20 different places on 
the dial. Certainly there is no pub- 
lic necessity, service or convenienc2 
in this situation. No listener needs 
to hear'the same program on more 
than one station. A reasonable 
conservation and a fair distribu- 
tion of radio facilities would pro- 
vide that all chain stations operate 
with low power or that they oper- 
ate on the same wave length. Per- 
mitting these chain stations to 
operate, on separate wave lengths 
and giving them high power serves 
no purpose except the complete 
monopolizing of the dial for a 
particular program and using the 
high power to drive small stations 
off the air. 

I wish to discuss the question of 
the amount of radio power given to 
the state of Kansas by the radio 
commission. As a citizen of Kansas 
and as a representative in congress 
from Kansas, I state to the radio 
commission that it is discriminat- 
ing against my state. I state to the 
radio commission that as it dis- 
criminates against my state it not 
only does a wrong against the state 





are going to have a monapoly on 
advertising. It means that a few 
radio monopolists are going to reap 
all the profits from the radio busi- 
ness. No government is worthy of 
existence which does not grant 
equal handed justice to the great 
and to the small. 

In the nature of things, licenses 
to operate radio stations can not be 
given to every one annd_ special 
privilege must be given to some. 
This being true, congress was ob- 
liged to vest in the radio commis- 
sion the power to grant licenses to 


oft Kansds but it does a wrong 
against the United States. This 
discrimination would not be prac- 


be closed for any citizen to discuss 


tited against Kansas if the radio 
commission would follow and re- 
spect that act of congress which 
created the commission. The power 
for this zone is not even partially 
distributed among the states of 
this zone. If Kansas were partly 
receiving its fair share of its power, 
I would not complain. In this in- 
stance, I do not want to be given 
to the position of “straining at a 
gnat and swallowing a camel.” The 
state of Kansas has a population of 
1,880,000, which is more than one- 
half the size of the city of Chicago. 
Chicago has 23 radio stations. Chi- 
cago has 159,400 watts of power. 
Kansas has eight stations with a 
total of 9,200 watts of power. The 
entire western half of Kansas rep- 
resenting approximately 700,000 
people has 100 watts of power in 
station KGNO, Dodge City. (WIBW 
located at Topeka, the capital of 
the state has 1,000 watts of power. 
There is a real demand that Kansas 
should have a radio station located 
at the capital which could consist- 
ently reach every home in the state. 
There is a real demand that the 
western half of this state should 
have at least two radio stations 
which could consistently reach ev- 
ery home in the western half of 
Kansas. KFKU which is the radio 
station for the University of Kansas, 
has 500 watts of power. KSAC at 
Manhattan, the station of the Kan- 
sas Agricultural college. has 500 
watts of power. It is obvious that 
“public interest, convenience and 
necessity” demand that every home 
in Kansas should be able to tune in 
consistently on its state capital, its 
state university and particularly 
every farmer should be able to re- 
ceive the agricultural messages from 
the agricultural college. Wichita, a 
city of 120,000 people, as KFH with 
1,000 watts of power. Wichita is 
the out post of the federal govern- 
ment in Kansas. The United States 
district court, the circuit court of 
appeals and the internal revenue 
department are all located at 
Wichita. Sooner or later a branch 
of the federal reserve bank will be 
located in Wichita. A city of such 
governmental and financial im- 
portance to the people of Kansas 
should have a radio station which 
would reach every home in the 
state. 
Discrimination Shown 

Salina and Hutchinson both very 
important cities in this state are 
eager to obtain a license for a radio 
station. One of these 50,000 watt 
stations in Chicago could be re- 
duced to 10,000 watts and that 
would permit 5,000 watts each for 
Topeka, Wichita, Lawrence and 
Manhattan and there would still 
remain 24,000 watts of . power. 
which could be used to increase the 
power of other stations in Kansas 
and the granting of licenses to 
many cities and communities in 
Kansas who want and deserve radio 
stations. 

This program of granting 50,000 
watts is discriminating against the 
rural communities of America. It 
is centering power in the hands of 
a few monopolistic institutions in 
the cities. It is practicing an in- 
justice upon the agricultural com- 


being done an injustice is being 
done to agriculture, the basic in- 
apd comprising one-fourth 

of the people of the nation. 
Chicago represents about 40 per 
cent of the people of Illinois, yet. 
the city of Chicago has 159,400 
watts of power while the agricul- 
tural section, the remainder of the 
state with 60 per cent of the peo- 
ple of Illinois has 8,000 watts of 
power. Nebraska has 40 per cent 
of the population of Chicago and 
10,200 watts of power. Iowa has 
two-thirds the population of Chi- 
cago and has 25,250 watts of power. 
It serves no purpose to increase 
the power of Kansas, Iowa and 
Nebraska, if the radio commission 
in doing so would grant excessive 
power to some one or two stations 
located in these states. Such large 
stations would still be owned or 
dominated by monopoly. A 50,000 
watt station in Topeka would be 
the same menace to the economic 
and civil liberties of the people as 
it is when it is owned by a power 
monopoly and located in Chicago. 
This program of the radio com- 
mission is bringing public | con- 
demnation upon the commission 
and upon this administration. The 
last election in Kansas is a fair ex- 
ample of the public indignation. 
Dr. Brinkley, owner of KFKB, Mil- 
ford, Kansas, was an independent 
candidate for governor. His name 
was not printed upon the ballot. 
He received nearly enough legal 
votes to be elected governor. Every 
one admits that if his mame had 
been printed on the ballot, he would 
have been elected by a comfortable 
majority. It is generally admitted 
that enough Brinkley ballots were 
spoiled in the writing of his name 





to have more than elected him. 
Therefore, it was the intention and 
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few applicants and refuse licenses 
to many applicants, yet, this does | 
not at all warrant the radio com-! 
mission in giving the air over ta’ 
the fewest possible number of peo- 
ple. On the contrary, the inten. | 
tion of congress and common jus- ! 
tice alike demand that the radio | 
commission shall grant licenses to | 
the maximum number of applicant ;

of applicants. 

The granting of licenses to the | 
minimum number of applicants in- : 
stead of the maximum number not ; 
only practices injustice upon the! 
American people but it raises an- | 
other question which is far greater | 
than any economic. question. It} 
raises a patriotic question. It raises | 
a question which reaches the se- | 
curity of this nation. It reaches the ' 
question of freedom of speech. ! 
There is no more sacred right vested | 
fm the people of America than free- 
dom of speech. There is. no free 
and unlimited speech except where 
there is the freest possible oppor- 
tunity for discussion of any public 
question. 

Thomas Jefferson, upon reading 
the Constitution, remarked that he 
did not regard it “as a perfect 
document, yet, that it does not 
make much difference what kind of 
@ government we have, so long as 
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munities of the nation. As this is. 


desire of the people of Kansas that 
he should have been elected gov- 
ernor. There never was any demand 
for Dr. Brinkley to be governor. No 
one ever suggested him as a candi- 
date for governor. Dr. Brinkley 
himself never thought of being a 
candidate for governor until a 
month or so before the election. I 
do not believe that Dr. Brinkley 
ever had any ambition to be gov- 
ernor of His candidacy 
was conceived in public indignation 
against the radio commission. The 
tremendous vote cast for him was 
largely cast in indignation against 
the commission. 

I do not believe for a moment 
that the people of Kansas had any 
objection to the commission exer- 
cising a reasonable regulation over 
this station. The people of Kansas 
are of the belief that the commis- 
sion wanted to cancel the permit of 
this station and take this 5,000 
watts of power away from Kansas. 


The radio commission has not 
yet satisfied Kansas. This state is 
not satisfied with being permitted 
to retain the 5,000 watts of power 
granted to KFKB. This ctate de- 
mands that it shall have the fair 
share of power which it legally de- 
serves. 

The commission is carrying on 
another policy which is still vest- 
ing in Chicago stations more and 
more power. I refer to the recent 
act on.the part of the commission 
in permitting WLS to broadcast 
over WENR.. This act is equivalent 
of increasing the power of WLS 
from 5,000: to 50.C00 watts or it is 
equivalent to increasing the hours 
of time which have heretofore been 
alloted to WENR. I may be wrong 
but I can view this act only as an 
effort to‘further destroy the spirit 
of the radio law and to increase the 
power and radio facilities of WENR 
and WLS. 

I.wish to discuss the record of 
Chief Examiner Yost. I have read 
the press reports of his examina- 
tions. I am thoroughly convinced 
that it was. the policy and determ- 
ination of Examiner Yost to wipe 
the small and independent stations 
out of existence and to vest all of 
the broadcasting facilities in the 
hands of a few stations. I have ob- 
served where he has recommended 
the increasing of power of stations 
all over the country to 20,000 and 
upwards to 50,000 watts. I have 
not noted any press reports of his 
recommending that the power of 
small stations of 100 watts should 
be increased to 1,000 watts. The 
reports of his examination which I 
have read discloses to me that he is 
a biased and unfair examiner, and 
that his examinations are made 
with the avowed purpose of build- 
ing up the broadcasting chain sta- 
tions at the expense of the inde- 
pendent stations. I have read the 
brief of KTNT,. which brief chal- 
lenges the report made by Exam- 
iner Yost. 
KTNT. I observed from this brief 
that Mr. Yost plays heavily of the 
provision of the radio law pertain- 
ing to “public interest, convenience 
and necessity.” This statement of 
the law is alright. The intention 
of congress in placing this pro- 
vision into law was fair and just. 
The real tribunal which would de- 
termine._what. -constitutes —“‘public 
interest, convenience and necessity” 
is the listening public. ‘The radio 
commission should do nothing more 
than merely interpret what is the 
desire of the public. The brief of 
KTNT on page 19 states that there 
are a million people residing within 
the radius of 100 miles of Musca- 
tine who do not have an oppor- 
tunity to listen to anything but 
chain programs except through 
station KTNT. 

KTNT’s Public Appeal 


states that WOC-WHO are chained 
stations and have 5 units of the 
7.31 units alloted to Iowa, while 17 
other units share the remaining 
2.31 units. 

The brief of KTNT:on pages 9 
and 10 discloses that it offered as 
evidence a picture of 50,000 people 
gathered at Muscatine, Iowa for a 
Decoration day celebration, which

was assembled by ‘KTNT. That 
Examiner Yost refused. to permit 
this picture to be presented in evi- 
dence. If these statements be true. 
I submit that it is arbitrary con- 
duct to the state that this station 
does not serve a public service and 
a necessity and convenience. A 
million people located in any place 
in the United States want to have 
the opportunity and should have 
the opportunity to hear something 
else besides chain p . I sub- 
mit that any radio station which 
can draw 50.000 people to a town 
the size cf Muscatine, Iowa, to a 
Decoration day celebration must 
necessarily enjoy hundreds of 
thousands of listeners. “Whenever 
the people by the thousands listen 
to a radio station that is the evi- 
dence which should demand a’ de- 
cree that that station is rendering 
@ public service, is a public nec- 
cessity and is of public convenience. 

The brief of KTNT on page 21 
states that Examiner Yost, did not 
permit KTNT to show the selfish 
motives and the credibility of wit- 
nesses who were testifying against 
KTNT. Any tribunal which refuses 
to permit an accused to introduce 
evidence showing the motive, the 
bias, the prejudice and the credi- 
bility of the testimony of his ‘ac- 
cusers is a tribunal of injustice and 
+ oad and not a tribunal of jus- 

ce. 
From the brief of KTNT, I note 
that Examiner Yost plays heavily 
upon the proposition that KTNT 
uses the station for its own per- 
sonal business, yet, I notice on 
pages 27 and 28 that KTNT states 
that 10 per cent of the time of the 
station has been used for promotion 
of its own business and 90 per cent 
for other matters. If this state- 
ment is true, the Examiner is mak- 
ing an unfair play upon the pro- 
vision of the radio law - 
to the limitations for the financial 
use of its owners as well as to the 
provision pertaining to public serv- 
ice, necessity and convenience. 

His Conclusions 

For some time I have had in 
mind these complaints against the 
conduct of the radio commission. I 
had intended to wait and present 
them to the 73rd congress. The 
flood of applications for 50,000 
watt stations now before the com- 
mission and the apparent attitude 
of the commission to grant these 
permits prompted me to file my pe- 
tition with the commission at this 
time. I believe that the interests 
of the people must not be delayed 
until the next session of congress. 
Congress can enact laws. Congress 
must create a tribunal to carry out 
such laws. Congress has done this 
with the radio law. Congress can 
doubtless make some. beneficial | | 
changes in the law. The adminis- | | 





power vested by congress in a |} 
tribunal to carry out the law and 
the intent of congress of necessity 
carries with it the opportunity to 
thwart the intent of congress and 
the administration of the law. 

In a spirit of what I believe to be 
for the welfare of the American 
people, the radio commission and 
the Hoover administration, I re- 
spectfully submit the foregoing.

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fs for world unemployment, the 
congress inferentially condemned 
the “dole,” now used by Great 
Britain, and urged governments to 
take notice of the steps adopted by 
private business to “increase the 
certainties of employment.” It 
insisted, though, that unemploy- 
ment reliéf measures bé based on 
“sound economic principles, so as 
to avoid excessive drain on national 
income and to refrain from re- 
stricting the mobility of labor and 
industry.” 

Agriculture Relief 

The agricultural relief program, 
fought temporarily by the Ger- 
mans but later approved unani- 
mously, called for international 
study of farm problems to determ- 
ine the “extent, direction and dis- 
tribution of agricultural produc- 
tion,” the “financing of crops” and 
the “appropriation of credits for 
agricultural purposes.” It specific- 
ally condemned export premiums, a 
polite attack on the American pro- 
posal for a farm export debenture. 

In approving future grain ex- 
changes, the hand of Julius H. 
Barnes was plainly seen. The con- 
gress not only approved exchanges, 
but condemned governmental in- 
terference with their management, 
urging that the exchanges be “left 
free from all forms of outside or 
even governmental interference 
“with futures trading, all of which 
they strongly condemn.” 

The proposed German-Austrian 
economic alliance apparently was 
approved because the congress en- 
dorsed “favored -nation clauses” in 
commercial treaties. It declared 
these concessions formed. the 
“foundation of a progressive com- 
mercial policy.” It. approved the 
“clause,” by which two nations 
favor each other in tariffs, as “re- 
ducing the risk of retaliation lead- 
ing to tariff wars.” 

Russia Is Ignored 

There was no mention of Russia 
anywhere in the program, although 
the American delegation succeeded 
in getting a sentence condemning 
“dumping.” This was a declara- 
tion that “embargoes should be ex- 
ercised only against dumping or 
other unfair practices.” It was 
looked upon as a justification of 
the recent American embargo 
against Russian goods, branded as 
the product of convict labor. The 
European delegations, striving for 
Russian trade, refused though to 
name Russia in the resolution. 

The delegation from India 
started home in high spirits, be- 
cause the congress recommended 
the calling of an international con- 
ference to stabilize silver. It was 
only a partial victory, however, as 
the Indian delegation had urged 
the congress itself to call’ the con- 
ference.

He said the beneficent develop- 
ment of Pan-American solidarity, 
had been “retarded by several his- 
toric sore spgts, which have been 
obstinately interfering with — the 
growth of good will and friendly 
relations between us and our neigh- 
bors to the south.”

Reconciliation Hinted 
With Princess 
Helene

VIENNA—(INS)—The martial af- 
fairs of King Carol of Roumania; 
which have attracted the attention 
of the world since his coup of last 
year which placed him on the 
throne, were in a more uncertain 
state Saturday night than at any 
time in recent months. 

Closely upon the heels of reports 
from various sources that Carol had 
exiled his ex-wife, Princess Helene, 
in order to effect a morganatic 
marriage with Mme. Magda Lupeés- 
cu, read-haired companion of his 
own days of exile in Paris, the cen- 
tral European radio quoted from an 
official announcement made in 
Bucharest that Carol, accompanied 
by Princess Helene and Crown 
Prince Michael, would participate in 
the celebration of Roumania’s na- 
tional holiday Sunday. This would 
be the first public appearance of 
Carol and Helene together since 
Carol seized the throne. 

As a consequence of this an- 
nouncement fresh conjectures arose 
here whether this tpublic appear- 
ance of the king and his ex-wife 
might be interpreted as the first 
step toward a reconciliation of the 
pair. . 

These conjectures were given add- 
ed weight by reports that Helene’s 
return to Bucharest from Bled. 
Jugo-Slavia, had been brought 
about by the intervention with 
King Carol by King Alexander, hus- 
band of Carol’s sister, Queen Marie 
of Jugo-Slavia, 

It has been known for months 
that Carol’s sisters and his mother, 
the Dowager Queen Maire, have 
worked actively for a reconciliation 
between Carol and Helene. 

The chief obstacle in the way of 
such a reconciliation has been the 
persistently reported presence of 
Mme. Lupesku in Bucharest, if not
